Stubbs was born about 1625 son of Henry Stubbs (Rector & presbyterian minister of Blore Ray, 
Staffs) c1589-1651 and (his 2nd wife) Elizabeth. He studied at Cambridge where on 12 Apr 1647 he 
was admitted as a sizar at Trinity College and matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A in 
1650.1 (M.A., 1654). He was presumably ordained as a presbyterian clergyman before 1651 when 
he was appointed presbyterian minister of Blore Ray in succession to his father. He probably 
resigned here before Sep 1657 when he was appointed presbyterian minister of Kingsley. On 25 Jun 
1660 he was ordained (? deacon and) priest by Ardfert pro Lichfield then about Sep 1660 continued 
here as de facto rector. On 4 Jan 1661.2 after presentation by Charles Stuart 5th Duke of Richmond 
1639-1672 [? by right ofhis wife Elizabeth by right of her late husband Charles Cavendish (of Blore 
Ray, Staffs esquire) c1626-1659 by grant from his father William Cavendish 1st Duke of Newcastle- 


upon-Tyne 1593-1676] he was instituted as rector and subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 28 Jul 
1662. On 21 Oct 1663 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 he certified the hearth 
tax for Alton constablewick (which included Kingsley) and was (probably) assessed on four hearths 
at Kingsley. Still in office he died aged about 57 and was buried here on 22 Jul 1682. His 
administration was granted at Lichfield on 6 Sep 1682. His personalty was valued at £306/6/4 and 
included " In the Study for severall books £102/7/0". Stubbs married about 1657 to Mary by whom 
he had one son - Henry Stubbs (stipendiary curate of Cheadle) 1658-1686.

In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Grindon 
constablewick (which included Blore Ray parish) and was assessed on 2 hearths at Blore Ray 
township. On 8 Feb 1666.7 he was appointed schoolmaster of Blore Ray parish school. Still in office 
he died, aged about 57, and was buried here on 24 Apr 1689. His will made on 19 Feb 1688.9 was 


proved under Lichfield on 26 Sep 1689. His personalty was valued at £275/11/10 and included "All 
His Bookes in his Studdy £2". Yates married first in 1660 at Blore Ray to Ann Stubbing (d 1666) dau 
of Charles Stubbing by whom he had 1 daughter. He married second on 5 May 1670 at Blore Ray to 
a widow Elizabeth ?Morris (d 1679) by whom he had 2 sons and 2 daughters.
